His wife's uncle's 
sister.ln law has a friend who is assistant secretary to the brother of the Chibougamau 
and district sales manager for Dow Chemical. We could go on like this for pages, but It 
would ssrvo no further purpose. The lines of power are demonstrated to b* tightl/ 
interlocked and the men who run this university hold the puppet strings. 

And, while we think of it, fuck. 
Now thai yon arc shocked and feel a dcsper.itc need to read on, we feel it is our duty 
lo inform you lhat the abr)vc line is only satire and has no basis in fact.

Leaving Mr. Rhodes to wallow in the filth of his own Immorality, we now" 
move to the plush Toronto head office of Goodyeai* Rubber, manufacturers, principally, 
of prophylactic devices which are sold to the American Army for prevention of 
disease. In an- unofficial count, we found that al l«ast four members of the McGill 
Board of Governors have Goodyear tires on their big, black, immoral Cadillacs and 
five have complimentary Goodyear windshield scrapers sitting on their dash boards.
